rison will isauo a proclamation ruhitivo to 
Rohriiig's Soil which cannot fail to attract 
international iittoiitioii. This in-oclain.i- 
tioii will bo tho lirat information which 
moat pudplu will luivo that in tho closing 
hours of tho hist congress an amendment 
waa incorporated into tlio "international 
salmon fishery act" which in ofTect du- 
chiroa Bohring's Sea ia a cloaod sea. The. 
ainundmonts in its torma extends the [Uo- 
visioiis of tho saltiioii-lisliiiig act to se.il- 
lishin^ ill liiiliriiig'a .Sea -that ia to say, 
the act forliiils Ihe t^iliiiigof seal by any 
Olio nut aiilliorizcd by the act, in the 
waters of ISehniig's Sea, and dooa not 
•excludo them from moroly tialiiiig on 
cortahi islands. 

Tho amendment is, of course, of tho 
greatest importance to tho Alaska Fiir 
.Seal Ooinpany, as it will presorvo lho si'al 
tiahury lor tlieiii. It is also of great im- 
portance to Aiiierieaii lislierineii who may 
be planning to eiigago in sual-liahiiig in 
tho opoii waters of Uuliring's aoa this sea- 
smi. as so many of tho Canadian vessels 
did last soaaon. Tho act authorizns the 
soinuro of such vossols by United States 
revenue cutters. Tho proclamation of the 
Prosidoiit will call attention to this fact. 
The act may give riso to important inter- 
luit ioual cuiiiplications. It is .mi at tciii|it 
by lugialativo enactment to. suLtlo a iiiiea- 
tioti wliicli the great powers interested 
may consider a still open one.

Relief has already 
boon recoived from America and Eng- 
land, hut iiioro is noeded, as until the 
spring crops are gathered, tho famine will 
contiiuic, and to onsiiro spring planting 
monoy i.s needed from abroad, as in tho 
famiiio districts there ia neithor seed nor 
monoy to purchaso it. It is stated that 
relief to bu really eU'eotive must continue 
until nuxt Juno, carrying a limited num- 
ber quite through thesoosoa of want.

right III e.\pres.s them either [ii ivately ni 
publicly. We are free to admit that ,as ,■ 
general thing it is not judicious for 
school teachers, ;iiiy more than niiiiiHier 
of the (iospel, III t.alie .a piimiinent ji.artin 
political contests, hut when it comes to ht 
a question of right both teaciiers .and 
ministers would not be true to themselves 
if they admitted the power of politician.'^ 
to deprive them of any privilege enjoyed 
and exercised by their fellow subject.^ 
But tlie members of the Opposition when 
they were in power, fearing, we supjiose, 
the inlhienee of as intelligent a class 
us there is in the coiiiinunity, despnt iral- 
ly and most unjustly ih'pnvrd them n:

The 
rrnvinci.il Si.'cictary did well tn direel at. 
Lention to the ni.anner in which the teach- 
ers were treated by the men who mm 
manufacture grievances for them, and 
hypocritically protend to sympathise with 
thorn, when nothing is re<iuired uf them 
more than the faithful performance ni 
their professional duties. The preseni 
(Jovoriuiient liavo given Hubntantial evi- 
dence that it.i nienihers, and the meinheis 
of Mm jiarty which support it, resjuict the 
li-ai hers i.f the pnivinee and are their 
true friends. They have, as wt! hav(^ 
suoi), taken from Lhem the re|iro;ieh- the 
uiiiiim iliHl leprnach — which was cast upon 
tliein by the iiieu wliii depia\-ed them of 
political privileges, and they have done all 
in their power to perfect the syHtem of 
education and to place them in a position 
of ooniforb and respectability. The party 
in power can point to what they Imvc 
done for the teachora' jirofussion us tlu^ 
best, possible evidence tliat the ncciisa- 
tiiuis in'efuried against Ihoin hy the Ojipi,- 
sition am gronndleHs. 

J t should bo observed timt the griuv-l 
ances wliioh 



colleagues have conjured' up for the 
toachors arc (dl prospective. They cannot 
show that the Govoriiniont Uaa treated 
the teachers tyrauically or unjustly, 
but thoy doclr.ro that it is the 
iiituiition of the Provincial Secretary and 
his colleagues to oppress and harass thcni. 
The members of the Opposition are 
neither prophets nor the sons of prophets. 
Thoy do not possess superhuman powers ; 
they cannot read the hearts of the nieni- 
bors of the administration. It will bo 
time enough to denounce the provincial 
Secretary as a tyrant and oppressor when 
hu takes a loaf (mt of the Oi)[iosition'8 
book and treats the teachers tyrannically 
and oppressively. When ho follows the 
exainplo set him by Mr. Humphreys they 
will have reason to coinpluin of hiin. 
But we are confident that that time will 
never come. 



A SINGULAR CASE. 

A trial took place in England which 
has Kfcatly perplexed both judges and 
lawyers and proved that the decisions of 
courts on what wore considered at the 
time thoy wore made, the clearest evid- 
ence, are not always to be depended upon. 
In 1879 a burglary was committed at Ed- 
lingham. A clergyman's house was 
brokon into and both the clergyman and 
his daughter wore wounded by the burg- 
lars. Two men, liraiinagan and Mur|ihy, 
were a))prehciuled for the conmiissiun nl 
the criiiii!, tried, convicted, and sentenced 
lo penal servitude for life. 'Phe caau was 
clear, and judge and jury had not a doubt 
as to the men's guilt. In Kovember last 
two men named Edgell and Richardson 
confessed that they, and not Brannagan 
and Murphy, hud been guilty of break- 
ing into the clergyman's house. Thoy told 
a story that appeared plain and striiight- 
lorward, and by (hat story the men who 
iverc uiidergning penal ser\ itudo had imth- 
uig uhateverto do with the crime. lOd- 
gell and Richardson were tiied and found 
guilty, and were sentenced to live years' 
iuipiisiinment. Tho two men whom 
tliey ileclarod to be innocent were 
roleasod aud made much of as be- 
ing the victims of a judicial mistako 
and a pension was granted to eucli 
thorn. It was thought that too ninch 
could not be done for them by way of re 
paration for the injury that had been in 
tlicted upon tliem. But the ease did not 
end there. There was still aiinther .act 
ill the drama. 'I'hree piiliceiiieii wlm had 
ivoiiied energetically to |)rocure the ar- 
restaiid eonviction of I'lann.agan and Mur- 
phy were accused uf conspiraiiy and put 
on their trial. At this trial it was neces- 
sary to go carefully over the evidence on 
which the two men bad been convicted 
for proof of conspiracy on the part of tho 
policemen. After examining that evi 
dence, the judge declared that there was 
a IroniondouB case against Brannagan and 
.Murphy and that he would question th 
intoUigenco of the jury that would not 
liiid them guilty. But the jirosocutinii 
tailed to [irovo that the policemen had 
manufactured any nf that evidence. In 
stances in whinhtlu-y had been accused of 
doing this, when impiired into, proved to 
bo groundless. They were accused of put 
ting a piece of paper into Murphy's pocket 
which fitted into another piece found on 
tho vicarage grounds. But the charge 
vvlioUy broke down. They were also ac 
cased of surprising and entrapiiing a man 
named lledpath, with whom tho ])risoners 
lived, into identifying a chisel w hich was 
[licked up near tho sceno of the 
robbery. But it was jiroved that Rcd- 
[lath had voluntiiiily idcntilied the chisel 
twico and he adhered to this identiliea- 
tioii when crnss-e.xaiiiiiied by the coun.sel 
fnr the prisoners. The trial resulted in 
tho Hcipiit tjd of tliu policemen. It was 
found that they had done no more than 
their duty. But the judge was evidently 
bewildered. The now evidence that came 
up during the trial of the policemen 
pointed more strongly than over to Bran- 
nagan and Murphy being tins burglars. 
Iloth the clergyman, Mr. liuekle, and his 
lUughtel idcntilied i Iraniiag.-in as one nf 
the burglars, and Miss I'.iickle pnsitively 
dicl.ired that ICdgell was not tho man. 
There 'vorc footmarks m the garden of 
the vicarage, of which casts in ijlaster 
had been taken at the time. These foot- 
prints corresponded exactly with clogs 
owned by Brannagan. It was suid that 
t he policemen made the marks with the 
man's clogs, but this was disjiroved. 
When tho judge found that the «videni:o 
against the original prisnners wasstrnnger 
than it was al their trial he iiiiLdit be ex- 
cused fnr suspecting that the men who 
coiifessod to coniiiiittiiig thu hurglary 
wore really iniiMCeol. ami that tliey liad 
some motive in charging tlieniselvnH witli 
a crime that they did not commit. 'I'his 
uspicion was strengthened by an 
admission which was extorted from 
one of them tit the trial of tho 
policemen which was that when they 
made their confession thoy were under 
the impression that they could not bo 
lunished, as tho two men had already 
leeii ennvicted and were then in piuial 
uuvitude. Otijoinsc it was hard In un 
loraland why lhene men shnuld cniife.-is In 
I crinio tbal they did not coinmil, but iL 
q:peared eiiually liard to believe that the 
men against whom such very strong evi- 
lonce had been adduced were not the 
1 eal criminals. The whole case was a 
mystery which even thoacute mind of Mr. 
luHtico Denniim cfuild not penetrate. 
I'lio general ojiinion seenfH to bo that in 
Hiiito of the circuniHtanees wliiidi point to 
Ihaniiagan ami .Murphy ;is llio guilty 
men, it was I'algell and liichaidHnn who 
had cnnunil led the crime. Vet Iho lirst 
two men had been tried and ennvicted 
and if it had not been for t he cnnfessinn 
of tho others there would not be even a 
suspicion as to their guilt. Even a re 
view of the evidence on which they wore 
convicted with the light shod upon it by the 
confession of Edgoll and Richardson, the 
C.130 against them was strmigthoncd. The 
eonclusioiiH to hu drawn frnin these trialii 
Hoem to be that evidence is not always 
HO strong as it ajiiioars In lie, and that 
courts of justice a ro ver3' far from being 
infidhblc.
